Executive Summary

In previous years, the Vermont Department of Education has published an event dropout and
high school completion rate in two separate reports. In the past year, an estimated cohort
completionrate has aso been published from the department. This year, the event dropout and
completion data are reported in asingle report dong with an estimated cohort completion rate.
The change reflects the department’ s commitment to streamline data management.

Dropout Rates

The dropout section of this report presents and summarizes information on students in grades 7
through 12 who withdrew from secondary schoolsin Vermont during the 2003-2004 school year
and the preceding summer. Dataincluded in this report were collected as part of the Department
of Education’s 2004 Regigter Data Collection.

A dropout by state and federd definition isan individua student who is not enrolled in an
gpproved educationa program and who has not graduated from high school. In Vermont, a
student who is absent for more than 10 consecutive school days without authorization is
classfied as"withdrawn”. If atruant officer is unable to verify that the student has transferred to
adifferent school or approved educationd program (e.g., home school) before the end of the
year, the student is considered a dropout for the purposes of thisreport. A summer dropout isa
student who completed the previous school year, who was absent for the first 10 days of the
current school year, and who does not transfer to a different educationa program. Appendix A is
aguide published by the Nationa Center of Education Statistics to clarify whether a sudent no
longer atending schooal is classified as a dropot.

In FY 04, the overal Vermont event dropout rate for grades 7 through 12 was 1.77% while the
rate for grades 9 through 12 was 2.57%, and the rate for 10 through 12 was 3.01%. These figures
are comparable to national and regiond datafor FY' 2000 which indicate that, nationdly 5.0 +
0.5% of students enrolled in grades 10 through 12 drop out; while regiondly, in the Northeast
3.9+ 0.5% of students enrolled in grades 10 through 12 drop out *.

Completion Rates

We are reporting two separate completion ratesin thisreport. The event completion rate
represents the percentage of 12" grade students who were promoted from VVermont High Schools
in the 2003-2004 school year. The statewide 03-04 event completion rate for twelfth gradersis
90% To calculate this rate we smply divide the number of promoted 12" graders by the adjusted
enrollment of 12" graders during the same school year (see below for a definition of adjusted
enrollment).

The longitudina completion rate is caculated by dividing the total number of graduatesin a
particular class (in this report the class of 2004) and dividing it by the cumulative number of
dropouts over the four-year period when the specified class would have attended high school.

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This rate attempts to estimate the graduation rate for a single class of sudents when actua cohort
data are unavailable. The statewide longitudinal completion rate for the class of 2004 is 86%.
This completion rate has been reported previoudy from Vermont's Department of Education, but
thisisthe firgt year it has been included in this report.

It isimportant to note that the longitudina completion rate has red limitations. It cannot account
for students who may dropout and re-enroll in ether the same school or another the following
year. The rate includes both graduates and dropouts who may not have been part of the origina
cohort that started in the schoal in the ninth grade. However, until a tatewide student tracking
sysemisin place, the longitudind completion rate provides the best information available on
high school completion.

Data Collection M ethodology

The data used to caculate the event rates included in this report were collected in the Spring
Student Census Update 2004. The longitudinal completion rates include data reported in the
same collection in the previous three years. The register data collection includes a count of
students who were promoted from one grade to the next (or graduated in the case of 12"
graders), students not promoted, students receiving GEDs from a public high school, students
transferring to other schools, students who withdraw from school during the school year or
previous summer, and students who are deceased. This report includes data from al public
schools and the five independent schools: Bellows Free Academy, Burr & Burton, Lyndon
Indtitute, St. Johnsbury Academy and Thetford Academy.

The Spring Student Census Update data are used to calculate the adjusted enrollment that serves
as the denominator for both the event dropout rate and the event completion rate. The adjusted
enrollment estimates the membership of the school by counting dl of the students except those
who transferred to other educationd programs or died during the school year. The adjusted
enrollment for any particular grade or group of gradesis calculated as follows.

An event dropout rate is Ssmply the number of dropoutsin a particular grade leve,
divided by the adjusted enrollment for that grade leve in asingle school year. For
instance, the 9-12'" grade dropout rate is:

Similarly, an event completion rate is the number of promoted 12'" graders divided by the
adjusted enroliment of 12" grade in a given school year.

An estimated four-year high school completion rate or longitudind completion rate is
cdculated by dividing the number of high school completers by the cumulative count of
high school dropouts plus the completers for the four years between 9" and 12 grade.

Grade by Grade Comparison of Dropout Rates

Asin previous years, dropout rates increase with grade level. Statewide, 7th grade dropout levels
move below are still below .1%, while 8" grade drop out levels have increased to .22%. Dropout
ratesin high school vary from 1.35% in the 9" grade to 3.25% in the 11" grade. In FY03 the
dropout rate for 7' through 12" grades declined compared to FY 02 and continued to declinein
grades 9, 10, 11 and 12 since FYO1.

Dropout Trendsfor 1994 through 2004

As shown in Table 2 and Figure 1, the total number of dropouts and the dropout rate in grades 7 -
12™" and grades 9 - 12" increased dightly each year and peaked in FY 1996. These numbers have
been on the decline since. In FY 2004, the dropout rates for grades 7-12'" and grades 9-12'" are at
the lowest in the past ten years.

*Because of the high stakes of graduation rate under the No Child Left Behind Act and because of the inaccuracies
inherent in estimating cohort graduation rates, some high schools submitted graduation and dropout data tracking
individual students from ninth through twelfth grades. This provides those schools with a more accurate cohort
graduation rate and is the data reported here. For the class of 2004, schools that submitted thisinformation are:

Summary

The annual event dropout rate describes the proportion of students who leave school each year
without completing a high school program. The event dropout rates for the school year 2003-

2004 of 1.77% for grades 7 through 12" and 2.57% for grades 9 through 12" are at the lowest
levelsinthe East tenyears. Asin previous years, dropout rates increase with %rade leve.
Statewide 7" grade dropout levels stay below .1%, while dropout rates for 8" grade increased to
.22%. Dropout ratesin high schools vary from 1.35% in the 9" grade to 3.25% in the 11" grade.
In FY 04 the dropout rate for 7" through 12" grades declined compared to FY 03 and continued to
declinein grades 9, 10, 11 and 12 since FY01.

The event completion/graduation rate data for school year 2003-2004 are reported alongside with
alongitudina completion rate for the class of 2004. The event graduation rate represents the
number of students enrolled in the senior class who graduate at the end of their senior year. The
Statewide event graduation rate for school year 03-04 is92%. The longitudina completion rate

is an attempt to estimate a cohort rate for a class of students and ca cuate the percentage of
sudents that complete the high school requirements for receiving adiploma or for receiving a
certificate of attendance or other certificate of completion, in lieu of adiploma. The statewide
longitudina completion rate for the dlass of 2004 is 86%.

It isimportant to distinguish the difference between the event graduation rate and the
longitudinal completion rate.
